Did the brother of a Porthcawl man shoot down 
the Red Baron? Porthcawl at war, April 1918, by Ceri Joseph 
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LOCAL historian 
Ceri Joseph of 
Porthcawl Museum 
continues her 

fascinating series on 
life in Porthcawl 100 
years ago, when 
World War One was 
still raging. This 
week, she looks at 
April 1918. 

T he role of 
aviation 
evolved 

rapidly throughout 
the First World 
War. 

What began as a 
means for 

reconnaissance soon had 
to adapt new roles. 
Fighter aircraft were 
developed to shoot down 
enemy planes whilst 
other aircraft were 
equipped to drop bombs. 

By 1917, the growing 
superiority of German 
fighter planes, and the 
bombing of England by 
Zeppelins, led to an 
authorised review of 
British Air Services by 
South African General 
Jan Smuts. ‘The Smuts 
Report’ resulted in the 
amalgamation of the 
Royal Flying Corps and 
the Royal Naval Air 
Service to form the 
Royal Air Force and the 
Women’s Royal Air 
Force. The world’s first 
independent air force. 

In 1914, the RFC had 
84 planes and the 
RNAS, 71 and seven 
airships. By the end of 
the war the RAF had 
approximately 22,000 
aircraft, 300,000 airmen 
and over 9,000 women 
working as clerks, 
fitters, drivers, cooks 
and storekeepers; both 
home and in France. 

In 1920, the war 
having ended, it was 
decided to disband the 
WRAF, yet the service 
would re-emerge again 
in 1939. Further, it is 
interesting to note that, 
in 1939 the operational 
strength of the RAF was 
about 2,000 aircraft. 

During the First 
World War, German air 
power was epitomised in 
the guise of Baron 
Manfred Von 


Richthofen, ‘The Red 
Baron.’ 

Easily recognisable in 
his red tri-plane, he was 
the deadliest flying ace 
of the war. Attributed 
with 80 confirmed kills, 
he was shot down on 
April 21, 1918, by, what 
is now believed to be, 
the brother of a 
Porthcawl soldier. 

Captain Arthur Roy 
Brown, flying a Sopwith 
Camel, was initially 
credited with the kill; 
being awarded a bar to 
his DSC for the feat. It 
is interesting to note that 
Captain Brown did not 
himself claim the victory 
and was actually 
saddened at the death of 
such an accomplished 
and skillful fellow pilot. 

However, more recent 
historical research and 
evidence attributes the 
fatal bullet as having 
been discharged from 
the Australian Fewis 
Gunners sited below in 
Vauz sur Somme. Of 
the three possible 
gunners of the 4th 
Australian Division 
Buie, Evans and Popkin, 
it is now widely believed 
that Sergeant Cedric 
Bassett Popkin fired the 
fatal shot, due to the 
trajectory of the bullet 
entering the Red Baron’s 
body in relation to 
Popkin’s position on the 
ground. 

Sergeant Popkin’s 
statement read, “As (von 
Richthofen ) came 
towards me, I opened 
fire a second time and 
observed at once my fire 
took effect. The machine 
swerved, attempted to 
bank and make for the 
ground, and immediately 
crashed.” 

Cedric Bassett Popkin 
was the eldest son of 
Dan William Bassett 
Popkin and Filian 
Gilbert Popkin of 
Sydney, New South 
Wales. His father Dan, 
or William as he was 
known in Wales, was 
bom in 1863 in Maesteg. 
He emigrated to 
Australia and married 
Filian in 1884 in 
Queensland. It was after 
the birth of their first 
daughter, Gladys, that 
they moved to Sydney, 
whereupon, Sophie, 
Marjory and eventually 



Cedric was born on 20th 
June 1890. 

The couple later had 
two more children, 
Dorothy bom 1892, and 
finally Roland Gilbert 
Popkin in 1894. 

On the death of 
Filian in 1902, Dorothy 
and Roland were sent to 
live with their father’s 
sister Matilda, and her 
husband Fewis George 
Jones in Aberkenfig. 

Fewis’s accountancy 
business was obviously 
financially successful as, 
according to the 1911 
Census, Roland was a 
scholar at Cowbridge 
Grammar School, and 
Dorothy at Howells 
Girls School, Cardiff. 

On leaving school 
Roland studied law at a 
university in Fondon, 
from where on 26th 
October 1916 he was 
conscripted to the 
Fondon Regiment 
(Artist’s Rifles) 28th 
Battalion Service No 
762984. 

On the death of her 
husband, on 17th April 

1916, Matilda Jones 
moved to ‘The 
Channings,’ 33, Mary 
Street, Porthcawl, which 
was the address Roland 
had given on his 
attestation papers. 

After training, 
Roland’s unit 
disembarked in Fe 
Havre on 17th February 

1917. Roland Gilbert 
Popkin was killed in 
action, in France, on 
27th September 1918 
and is remembered on 
the Porthcawl War 
Memorial. 

His brother, Cedric, 
survived the war, despite 
losing a leg, and died in 
1968 in New South 
Wales, Australia, aged 
78 years old. 

Earlier in the month, 
the Porthcawl News 
reported the death of 
Able Seaman James 
Thomas Cloke. In thick 
fog, on 4th April off 
Portland Bill, Jim’s ship, 
the destroyer HMS 
‘Bittern,’ was sunk 


following a collision 
with the SS 
‘Kenilworth.’ 

A Court of Inquiry 
found negligence on the 
part of the master of 
SS ‘Kenilworth’, who 
had disregarded the 
orders, to keep to the 
coastline. Instead he had 
headed straight across 
the water, with no fog 
lights showing, and had 
hit the Bittern at 
3.15am. HMS Bittern 
sank quickly with the 
loss of all hands. 

Jim, as he was known, 
was bom on 17th July 
1896, in Porthcawl. He 
was one of four children, 
and only son, born to 
Fred and Julia Cloke, 15 
Railway Terrace. 
(Hillsborough Place) On 
15th May 1911 he 
followed his father, who 
was a shunter, into the 
employ of the Great 
Western Railway as an 
assistant porter at the 
Railway Station, top of 
Station Hill, Porthcawl. 

However, by 24th 
Febmary 1912 Jim 
realised that the railway 
life was not for him; and 
left. He then took up 
employment as a golf 
caddy until he joined the 
Royal Navy on 22nd 
November 1915 aged 
19. From 16th Febmary 
he served on HMS 
‘Bittern’ for 13 months, 
patrolling the waters off 
Egypt. 

In November 1917, 
Jim had been home on 
leave, during which time 
he was one of the first 
Porthcawl service men 
to be presented with a 
gift from the Focal 
Heroes Fund. Able 
Seaman James T Cloke’s 
body was never 
recovered and, as a 
consequence, is 
remembered on the 
Plymouth Naval 
Memorial. 

Eater that April, more 
sad news reached the 
town. Private Ernest 
John Williams, 10th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment had been 


killed, on 19th April, in 
Northern France. His 
commanding officer. 
Major JW Taylor, wrote 
'your son was killed 
yesterday under 
distressing 

circumstances. He was 
one of a party of four 
who went to place a 
cross over the grave of a 
comrade who had been 
killed a few days ago, 
when a shell struck him, 
killing all four 
instantaneously.' Jack, 
as he was known, had 
only recently been 
attached to the 38th 
Machine Corps and was 
learning new skills as a 
machine gunner. 

Born in Mumbles in 
July 1894, Jack was the 
second child, yet eldest 
of three sons, born to 
Ernest and Mary 
Williams. Ernest Senior, 
a gardener, moved the 
family to Nottage in 
1898, from where he 
gained a position as a 
grounds man at the 
Royal Porthcawl Golf 
Club. 

Through this 
association with the club 
his son. Jack, was able 
to become a member; an 
opportunity which he 
obviously capitalised on, 
as by the age of 14 years 
he had become an 
assistant professional 
golfer under Mr JG 
Hutcheson, and had won 
the Welsh Assistants 
Golf Championship just 
before the war. Perhaps 
Jim Cloke may have 
caddied for him at some 
point in his golfing 
career? 

At the time of Jack’s 
death, the family had 
moved to 12, 
Philadelphia Road, 
Porthcawl, which they 
named ‘Senlis Cottage’ 
after hearing that their 
son. Private Ernest John 
Williams, had been laid 
to rest in Senlis 
Communal Cemetery in 
France. 

Finally, Private Bertie 
John of Brisbane House, 
New Road, serving in 



India, wrote home to 
inform his family that he 
had represented his 
regiment, the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers against 
the South Wales 
Borderers in rugby; 
winning 12-10. 

He was however, 
more pleased that he had 
played alongside one of 
his heroes, the Welsh 
International Dr Ted 
Morgan, who was, also, 
in India, serving with the 
regiment. Doctor 
Edward ‘Teddy’ Morgan 
had not only been a 
member of the winning 
Wales team that beat the 
touring All Blacks in 
1905, but had scored the 
winning try. 

In his letter Bertie 
goes on to ask after the 
quality of rugby being 
played on the Mercies 
Field, Porthcawl. Fittle 
did he know that, two 
weeks previously, the 
Porthcawl News had 
reported that ‘for the last 
two years the Mercies 
Field had produced a 
wonderful crop of 
potatoes.’

JAILED 

Sixteen year-term for 
Llanharry paedophile 


A PREDATORY 
Llanharry man has 
been jailed for 16 
years after he 
admitted sexually 
abusing three young 
girls over a period 
of almost 20 years. 

David Wayne Roberts 
(59) pleaded guilty to 12 
charges including rape, 
indecent assault, sexual 
assault, indecency with a 
child, causing a child to 
engage in sexual activity, 
and making indecent 
images of children, when 
he appeared at Cardiff 
Crown Court on March 
8 . 

The court heard the 
59-year-old’s campaign 
of abuse first came to 
light last year when two 
young friends - who 
cannot be identified for 
legal reasons - confided 
in a school councillor. 

An investigation was 
launched after the police 
and the victims’ families 
were notified by the 
school, and it quickly 
transpired that Roberts’ 
offending went back 
even further with the one 
victim having been 
abused on multiple 
occasions and at various 
locations. 

Further investigation 
also uncovered another 
victim, who was also 
abused as a young child 
back in the late 1990s. 

As he was sentenced 
on March 29, Roberts 
was told by the judge: “It 
is easy to see that you are 
dangerous.” 

The judge added that 
Roberts had committed 
serious sexual offences 
whenever the 

opportunity had 

presented itself. 

Referring to the victim 
impact statements, in 
which one victim 
described the significant 
phycological effect the 
abuse had had upon her - 
including causing her to 
self-harm and suffer from 
depression and PTSD - 
the judge said he was 
compelled to pass the

maximum tariff. 

Detective Constable 
Myfanwy Beaumont, 
officer in the case, said: 
“David Roberts’ actions 
across a number of years 
were depraved, 

calculated and appalling 
and they have had a 
significant and lasting 
impact on the three 
young victims. 

“Despite their 

harrowing experiences, 
all three have shown 
tremendous courage in 
speaking out about the 
abuse they suffered at his 
hands; bravery which 
continued throughout the 
investigation and court 
process. 


“I sincerely hope that 
today’s sentencing 
provides them all with 
some comfort and 
closure as they try and 
rebuild their lives. 

“I also hope that it 
sends a message to 
anyone else who has 
suffered, or is currently 
suffering abuse, that they 
can come forward and 
they will believed. 

“I cannot imagine how 
difficult it must be to 
come forward to report 
such appalling crimes, 
but I want to reassure 
anyone considering 
doing so that there is a 
whole range of support 
out there, not only from 
the police but from 
partner agencies who can 
help you through the 
entire process.”

MP’s ire over rail report

New Hitachi-built bi-mode engines - powered 
by and capable of switching between diesel and 
electricity - were introduced last year on Great 
Western Railway services between the capital and 
Swansea. 

According to the report, the cancellation of the 
project was made “on gaining approval from the 
Prime Minister” after it was decided that it was 
“no longer affordable”. 

The Labour MP said that the report contradicts 
previous claims by UK Government Ministers that 
the cancellation was not due to costs. 

Following the publication of the report on 
March 29, Mr Elmore said: “Prime Minster May’s 
personal role in the decision to cancel the 
electrification project is disgraceful. This reeks of 
disdain for the people of south Wales.” 

“The Government have previously claimed that 
this cancellation was not due to the cost of the 
project, but it’s clear now that the Prime Minister 
decided she could not afford to deliver 
improvements in Wales, whilst simultaneously 
pushing forward with multi-billion pound projects 
in London.” 

However, a DfT spokesperson refuted this 
allegation, saying: “We are investing in the biggest 
modernisation of our railways since the Victorian 


era, spending billions of pounds across the country 
to deliver faster, more frequent, and more 
comfortable services with more seats. 

“As this report makes clear, we are focused on 
delivering better trains and services to passengers 
more quickly, at better value for money for the 
taxpayer, without the significant disruption to 
services that electrification can cause.” 

The DfT spokesperson added: “Electrification of 
the Cardiff-Swansea route would have meant 
passengers waiting several years longer for the full 
fleet of new trains, as well as having major 
disruption to their journeys. 

“When we made this announcement, hi-modes 
capable of running at more than 120mph in diesel 
mode were being tested on the GWR main line, 
and they are now in passenger use.” 

Rail enthusiast Mike Wilcock, a regular 
contributor to The GEM, wrote on this subject last 
August, saying: “[There are]... excessive costs of 
lifting bridges which cross the lines to make room 
for the catenary (overhead wires) that feed electric 
power to the train, as well as the cost of rebuilding 
all the road and footbridges. 

“Some would need to be closed for months to 
accommodate the rebuilding programme. 

“We have the new trains now; we don’t need 
electrification.” 


Let Rotary Club

“As high blood 
pressure often shows no 
symptoms, many people 
are unaware that they 
have it, and routine blood 
pressure screening in the 
community is very 
valuable in detecting it. 

“Tests will be 
administered by health 
professionals who are 
trained to identify 
potential problems and 
advise on appropriate 
action. 

“Strokes can happen 
to anyone, at any age and 
at any time, so please call 
in, take the test, and 
know your blood 
pressure.” RS

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YouGov poll finds 
‘local news reliable’ 


L ocal press in print and digital 
is the most trusted source for 
local news and information, way 
ahead of search engines and social 
media, according to new YouGov 
research published for the first time. 

Commissioned by Local Media Works, the 
research found that local newspapers in print and 
digital are trusted three times more for local news 
and information than social media platforms such 
as Facebook and Linkedin. 

Local newspapers, which are read by 42 
million British adults in print and digital, scored 
highest for trust with 74 per cent of respondents 
agreeing that they trusted the news and 
information in their local newspaper. 

Local papers are the most trusted of all the 
other sources, coming ahead of local commercial 
TV and local commercial radio (both 73 per cent), 
search engines (43 per cent), social media (22 per 
cent) and other websites (39 per cent). 

Craig Nay man. Local Media Works chairman, 
^aid: “This survey provides yet more compelling 


evidence of a resurgence of trust in traditional 
media outlets, with local media leading the way, 
as the public become increasingly aware of the 
dangers associated with social platforms and fake 
news. 

“In the current climate, trust is at a premium 
and advertisers large and small must recognise the 
clear advantages of partnering with local media in 
order to communicate with their audiences in a 
safe, trusted, and highly effective environment.” 

Justin Marshall, associate director, YouGov - 
Digital, Media and Technology Sector, said: “As 
shown in the data from this research, trust in 
social media as a source of news is particularly 
low, followed by general internet searches, 
whereas trust in established news brands is far 
greater.” 

The YouGov findings echo those of the recent 
Edelman Trust Barometer 2018 which found that 
trust in traditional media in the UK is at its 
highest level in six years (up 13 points to 61 per 
cent), while trust in social platforms has dropped 
to 24 per cent and trust in search engines has 
dropped to 47 per cent. j

A HOSPITAL visit

World War Two 
veteran Alf Jackson 
(97) paid a visit to 
Foxy’s Deli in 
Penarth for lunch, 
after a check-up at 
Llandough 
Hospital. 

The eagle-eyed former 
Desert Rat spotted a 
piano half hidden behind 
a notice board and 
couldn’t resist the 
temptation to give it a 
quick tinkle. 

Foxy’s Deli owner 
Sian Fox was delighted 
to hear the cafe piano 
being played. 

“I couldn’t resist 
asking him if he’d like to 
come and play for 
longer,” she said. 

Having learned to play 
piano as a youngster, Alf 
entertained his fellow 
comrades-in-arms on the 
accordion while serving 
in North Africa under 
Field Marshal 

Montgomery. 

Later in Italy, he and 
another soldier had 
picked up two first-class 
Italian accordions in 
Castelfidardo, the home 
of Italian accordion¬ 
making, and it was this 
Settimio Soprani 

accordion that started 
him as a semi- 
professional entertainer 
once he returned home in 
1946. 


From playing 

accordion in a dance 
band, Alf progressed to 
owning one of the first 
electric organs in the 
1950s and with a 
drummer, played for 
weddings and at work 
clubs every weekend for 
15 or so years. 

Now very close to 
reaching his century, Alf 
is still both mentally and 
physically agile and 
plays his Baldwin theatre 
organ or his electronic 
keyboard for almost an 
hour every day. 

“It seems to be 
keeping my brain alive!” 
he said. 

In 2010, as a birthday 
surprise, Alf was 
whisked up to Blackpool, 
where he was allowed to 
play the mighty 
Wurlitzer in the famous 
Tower Ballroom.

NATURAL 
Resources Wales 
(NRW) has 
revealed that 
sample results of 
dredged material 
from the Bristol 
Channel, which are 
set for disposal in 
Welsh waters, 
demonstrate it is 
safe. 

In November 2016, 
the Vale Council 
contacted the Welsh 
Government to express 
its concern about the 
material being deposited 
in the sea at ‘Cardiff 
Grounds’ not far off 
Penarth. 

NRW said it had 
completed its 
assessment of the 
sample results of the 
dredged material. 

Analysis by 
independent experts 
found the chemical and 
radiological results were 
within acceptable, safe 
limits. 

The source of the 
sediment is the 
construction site of the 
Hinkley Point C power 
station off the Somerset 
coast and it will be put 
into a disposal site off 
the south Wales coast. 

The analysis of the 
sediment was carried 
out by the Centre for 
Environment, Eisheries 
and Aquaculture Science 
(Cefas). 

The results were 
assessed by NRW’s 
radiological experts in 
consultation with Public 
Health Wales. 

John Wheadon of 
NRW said: “Our seas 
are home to valuable 
wildlife and habitats and 
are important to our 
well-being and 
economy. 

“It’s our job to make 
sure activities do not 
harm these vital marine 
environments. 

“The sediment from 


the dredge sites has 
been tested thoroughly 
by independent experts. 

“We are satisfied 
there is no risk to people 
or the environment and 
the material is safe for 
disposal.” 

The work will be 
carried out by NNB 
GenCo, which was 
given a marine licence 
by NRW for the dis¬ 
posal of dredged 
material in 2014. 

A condition in the 
licence required NNB 
GenCo to test samples 
of the sea bed sediment 
at the proposed dredging 
sites for harmful 
chemicals and 
radiological materials 
before any disposal 
could take place. 

NRW also asked 
Cefas to carry out a 
radiation dose analysis 
from deeper sediment 
samples taken in 2009, 
as well the recent 
samples, and the results 
show the material is not 
harmful. 

But Cllr Vincent 
Bailey, who chairs the 
environment and 
regeneration scrutiny 
committee on the Vale 
Council, said he was not 
reassured. 

“We considered this 
in committee a few 
months ago and I 
remain as concerned 
today as I was then 
despite this statement 
from NRW. 

“It is very disap¬ 
pointing that no effort 
has been made to dump 
this potentially radio¬ 
active mud away from 
the Vale coast and like 
many people I'm starting 
to lose faith in Natural 
Resources Wales itself.”

T his book by 
Dan Spencer 
explores, as 
the title may 
suggest, the role of 
the castle in 
warfare in England 
and Wales, focusing 
on the period from 
the Norman 
Conquest to the 
reign of Henry 
Vlll. 

Previous authors have 
tended to concentrate on 
the architecture of 
castles and on 
establishing a narrative 
of how castles changed 
throughout the Middle 
Ages, which can be 
characterised as their 
‘rise and fall’. 

Instead, this book 
adopts a new approach 
by discussing castles in 
relation to the military 
history of medieval 


England and Wales, with 
chapters covering 
specific conflicts such as 
the Normans, the 12th 
century civil war, known 
as the Anarchy, War with 
Scotland, The Owain 
Glyndwr Rebellion and 
the Wars of the Roses.

Transaction Tax is set to 
impose a charge of 6 per 
cent on non-re sidential 
sales over £1 million 
affecting as much as 79 
per cent of new 
commercial 
developments. 

In recent years, the 
south Wales economy 
has been boosted by 
developments, including 
Cardiff Central Square 
and Aston Martin in the 
Vale, but similar deals in 
future would now be 
subject to the tax. 

The Scottish 

Government has recently 
introduced a similar tax 
of just 4.5 per cent, 
which has been credited 
with the renaissance of 
Scotland’s commercial 
property sector. 

The tax in England - 
at 5 per cent - is also 
lower than the rate set to 


come into force in Wales. 

Mr Davies has 
expressed grave concerns 
at the detrimental impact 
this would have on 
attracting investment as 
well as impeding job 
creation in the area. 

He has written to 
cabinet secretary for 
finance, Mark Drakeford, 
calling on him to thi nk 
again. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Many in the commercial 
property sector are 
deeply worried by the 
impacts this new tax will 
have on the local 
economy. 

“Developments such 
as Central Square will 
revitalise Cardiff - as 
will Aston Martin in the 
Vale - but there are fears 
similar schemes in future 
could be unviable if 
investors are put off by 
the higher tax here. 

“We all know the 
importance of creating 
jobs in the area, but if we 
cannot attract 

investment, this will be 
increasingly difficult. 

“The cabinet secretary 
needs to think again and 
scrap the plans to show 
Wales is open for 
business.”

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GWCT heralds success of the Big Farmland Bird Count 


A RECORD- 
breaking number 
of farmers took 
part in the fifth 
successive Big 
Farmland Bird 
Count (BFBC). 

Results show more 
than 1,000 farmers 
recorded 121 species 
across 950,000 acres 
during the Game & 
Wildlife Conservation 
Trust (GWCT)-led 
count, which took place 
between February 9-18. 

A total of 25 red- 
listed species - those 
most in danger - were 
recorded, with five 
appearing in the 25 
most commonly seen 
species list. These 
include fieldfares, 
starlings, house 
sparrows, song thrushes 
and yellowhammers. 

The most plentiful of 
these were fieldfares 
and starlings, which 
were seen on nearly 40 


per cent of the farms 
taking part. 

The five most 
abundant birds spotted 
were starlings, 
woodpigeons, 
fieldfares, rooks and 
chaffinches. A total of 
99,712 were found, 
making up nearly 50 per 
cent of the total number 
of birds recorded - a 
pattern similar in 
previous counts. 

Organiser of the 
BFBC, Jim Egan, says 
he’s delighted that more 
than 1,000 farmers took 
part this year, and 2,500 
different farmers 
involved since the count 
began in 2014, is 
fantastic,” said Jim. 

“We can also see 
from the data collated 
that 50 per cent of 
farmers have been 
helping farmland birds 
in the recent cold snap. 
This is critical in getting 
farmland birds, 
particularly those on the 



red list, through the 
winter so they are fit 
and healthy to breed in 
the spring. Our research 
at the Allerton Project 
clearly demonstrates the 
benefits of winter 
feeding.” 

Jim also commented: 
“It’s great to know that 
many farmers will also 
now be providing 
insect-rich habitat to 
help provide for 
breeding birds through 
the spring and summer 
months.” 

Mike Green, 
environmental and 
stewardship manager at 
BASF, the main sponsor 
of the BFBC, said: “The 
Big Farmland Bird 
Count 2018 has once 
again shown the 
interest, skill and 
passion of farmers to 


record the bird 
biodiversity they 
support on their 
farmland, with some in 
their fifth year of taking 
part, so very well done 
to them. This year’s 
data confirms, again, 
that a wide variety of 
bird species, including 
some red-listers, are 
using the full range of 
habitats available on 
farm, and great to see 
some of those that use 
gardens being recorded 
on farms too.” 

Farmers from every 
county in England took 
part and there were also 
responses from 
Northern Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales, as 
well as 32 farmers from 
Austria. 

Newly-elected 
National farmers’ Union 


(NFU) president 
Minette Batters said: 
“The event highlights 
how farmers balance 
food production and the 
excellent conservation 
work being undertaken 
on farms across the 
country. 

“Over the past four 
decades, farmers have 
carried out a huge 
amount of work to 
encourage wildlife and 
are responsible for 
protecting, maintaining 
and enhancing 70 per 
cent of the nation’s 
iconic countryside.” 

The survey areas 
included important 
environmental features 
such as hedges, 
woodland ponds, grass 
margins, ditches and 
trees. Most survey sites 
were next to winter

Adapted from Ernest 
Cline’s book, and set in 
2045, it tells the story 
of Wade (Tye Sheridan) 
who, much like the rest 
of the world’s 
population, escapes the 
monotony and the 
harshness of the real 
world by entering a 


virtual universe called 
the OASIS, where you 
can do anything you 
like. 

When the OASIS’ 
creator, James Halliday 
(Mark Rylance) dies, he 
bequeaths his huge 
fortune and control of 
the OASIS to the 
winner of a competition 
designed to find a 
worthy heir. Wade, 
along with a group of 
people he befriends 
through the OASIS, 
soon find themselves in 
danger when their 
progress in the 
competition draws the 
attentions of Nolan 
Sorrento (Ben 
Mendehlson), who has 
his own designs on 
OASIS... 

In 1993, Steven 
Spielberg achieved an 
exceptional feat - he 


released Jurassic Park 
and Schindler’s List. 
The kind of double 
whammy that most 
directors struggle to 
achieve in their careers, 
Spielberg managed in 
just a couple of months. 

Why is this 
pertinent? Because 
while that pair of films 
are pretty much beyond 
compare, what 
Spielberg has done in 
2017 isn’t far behind. 
The Post was Oscar- 
nominated and an 
incredibly well-told 
story - and Ready 
Player Onel Well, this 
is the sort of bravura, 
majestic and sweeping 
film that Spielberg 
excels at, and it makes 
for a relentlessly 
engaging piece of work 
for the filmmaker.

The Potted Garden in April 

The sweet taste of Summer 


S PRING is finally here 
and it’s time to start 
thinking about 
planting for the summer - 
and perhaps even giving 
fruit growing a go! 

Of all the popular summer 
fruits, strawberries are one of 
the easiest to grow in 
containers and you can grow 
them on a patio, balcony, 
windowsill or even in a 
hanging basket. 

Strawberries are compact 
plants, so even gardeners with 
limited space can have a few 
pots on the go positioned close 
to the kitchen or outdoor 
seating area for convenience. 
By growing them in pots you 
can provide strawberries with 
the perfect conditions - rich, 
fertile, well draining soil in a 
sunny position and as they are 
growing off the ground they 
are less likely to suffer from 
disease or damage by pests. 

There are two types of 
strawberries you can go for - 
summer-fruiting varieties or 
perpetual strawberries. 
Summer-fruiting are the 
largest and most popular. They 
have a short by heavy cropping 
period over two to three weeks 
any time from early to mid¬ 


summer. 

Perpetual strawberries 
produce smaller crops of fruits 
from early summer to early 
autumn. The crops are not as 
heavy as the summer-fruiting 
ones and the fruits are smaller 
in size. 

You can grow strawberries 
in a variety of different 
containers, but the advantage 
of growing them in a 
strawberry planter - an urn 
shaped pot with pocket holes 
down the side - is that they 
look attractive, a good sized 
pot holds a fair number of 
plants and they produce the 
highest yield. 

You will need one plant per 
side opening and three or 
four for the top (if you are 
growing strawberries in an 
ordinary container then just 
three or four plants will do). 
Fill the bottom of the pot with 
compost that contains a slow 
release fertiliser and continue 
to fill the container as you plug 
each hole with a strawberry 
plant, lightly patting the plant 
into the soil as you fill. Finish 
off your strawberry planter 
with the three to four plants on 
top. 

Make sure your containers 
get at least six to eight hours of 
sun so that you will get plenty 


of flowers and fruits and if the 
sunlight is coming from only 
one direction, rotate the 
container every three to four 
days if possible. 

Water your strawberries 
whenever the soil feels dry 
about an inch below the 
surface, and when there are 
long periods of hot, dry 
weather you may need to water 
daily. 

If pots and containers are 
just part of your outside space 
then here are some gardening 
tips for this month from the 
RHS (Royal Horticultural 
Society). 

1. Tie back climbing and 
rambling roses; 

2. Keep an eye out for pests 
and keep weeds under control; 

3. Start feeding plants in the 
garden from now to the end of 
the summer; 

4. Sow seeds directly into the 
soil so they can flower in the 
summer; 

5. Sow vegetable seeds 
directly into prepared beds; 

6. Plant summer flowering 
bulbs; 

7. Sow new lawns or repair 
bare patches; 

8. Prune shrubs and trees; 

9. Apply mulch or manure to 
flower beds and pots; 

10. Prepare hanging baskets.

PLANNING THOSE GARDEN JOBS... 
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T here are a 
few jobs you 
can do to help 
maintain your 
garden ready for 
the arrival of the 
warmer months. 

Still not convinced 
that you should be 
venturing outside to 
inspect the damage 
wrought by Storm Emma 
and The Beast From The 
East? 

Perhaps better to pop 
on the kettle, put your 
feet up and plan the jobs

Planting trees and 

shrubs creates a more 

attractive garden, and is a 
great way to fill a gap, 
provide privacy and 

screen sights and sounds 
from next door. 

But before you get 
carried away, remember 
that roots often extend to 
distances in excess of the 
height of the tree and 
they can take moisture 
from the soil. So before 
you start planting, here 
are some practical tips to 
help reduce the risk of 
potential damage and 
help you prepare your 


garden for Spring: 

If the soil is clay, new 
planting may cause it to 
shrink, while removing 
existing trees and shrubs 
may make it swell. 
Therefore, plant news 
trees away from your 
home. Find out how tall 
the mature tree will be 
and make sure it is 
positioned by a factor of 
at least 1.25 of this 
measurement from the 
house. 

If you’re planning to 
grow your own fruit, 
order your fruit trees now 
ready for planting in the 
spring and continue 
planting trees and shrubs 
while they are still

dormant. 

If you have any slimy 
patches on your paving 
and patio, remove them 
by scrubbing with a 
broom or blasting with a 
pressure washer. Also, 
wash empty pots by 
scrubbing them with hot 
water and a mild 
detergent before rinsing 
them well afterwards. 

Avoid planting 

climbers such as ivy and 
Virginia Creeper against 
house walls, as they hold 
on using suckers, twining 
tendrils or aerial roots 
which could damage 
mortar and may cause 
damp. Plant these at least 
three metres (10 feet in 
old money) away from 
your home. 


Before cutting down 
or pruning a mature tree, 
check with your local 
authority to make sure 
that it is not protected by 
planning conditions, 
conservation area 

restrictions or a Tree 
Preservation Order. 

Allow enough room 
for trunks and large roots 
to grow safely. Be 
particularly careful if 
planting near drains or 
lightweight structures. 

Although you do not 
need to, when planting 
new trees in your garden 
that will also be near you 
neighbour’s house, be 
considerate and ask your 
neighbour if this is okay, 
as you could be liable for 
the cost of repair if the 


trees you plant cause 
damage to their home. 

Regular pruning of 
fast growing, thirsty trees 
such as Leyland Cypress, 
will help to reduce the 
amount of water taken 
from the soil. 

If you haven’t one 
already, consider 

purchasing a water butt 
ready for the summer. 

Rainwater is 

particularly useful for 
watering acid-loving, 
ericaceous plants as 
opposed to tap water 
which is often slightly 
alkaline.

Groups can 
benefit 
from new 
grant aid 


COMMUNITIES, 
social enterprises 
and groups across 
the Vale will benefit 
from a new pot of 
funding, thanks to 
a new grant fund 
from the Vale 
Council. 

The fund is designed 
to support income 
generation and 
sustainable projects. 

A total of £672,000 
is being made available 
over three years 
through the Strong 
Communities Grant 
Fund, £60,000 of 
which is provided by 
the Waterloo 
Foundation and the 
remainder by the 
council. 

The fund’s 
evaluation panel is 
made up of the 
council’s leader,

“We know that if we 
are to fulfil our 
ambition of building 
stronger communities 
with brighter futures, 
then we will have to 
work hand in hand. 

The Strong 
Communities Grant 
Fund was established 
to allow us to do just 
that. 

“The quality of the 
schemes seen in these 
early applications is a 
testament to both the 
groups themselves and 
the support they have 
received from the 
council’s economic 
development team.

Progress made on White Farm 


BUILDING developer 

Persimmon has agreed to carry 
out improvements to the White 
Farm estate following talks 
with the Vale’s MP Alun Cairns 
and local councillors. 

Residents had approached Mr 
Cairns and councillors to express their 
concerns regarding the poor state of 
roads and pavements. 

They claimed that since 2013, there 
had been numerous issues regarding 
the standard of roads, gardens 
flooding, and a surface depression on 
the main access road. 

Residents also complained of 
crumbling roads, speed bumps; and a 
lack of road signs, dog bins and 
children’s play areas on the estate. 

Mr Cairns liaised with local 
councillors Leighton Rowlands and 
Vincent Bailey, and Persimmon to 
resolve the issues. 

The developer has now agreed to 
take responsibility for any highway 
defects around the estate and make all 
the necessary repairs including the 
surface problem on the access road. 


Mr Cairns said: “A number of 
residents from White Farm have raised 
concerns not only with me, but also 
Dyfan councillors Leighton Rowlands 
and Vincent Bailey. 

“It’s important that when 
homeowners purchase their home, they 
don’t have to worry about issues like 
these that are not their responsibility. 

“The roads around White Farm 
remain under the ownership of 
Persimmon and the maintenance of the 
road is still their responsibility. 

“That’s why we approached 
Persimmon and worked with them on 
the improvements that needed to be 
done and I’m happy that they have 
agreed to do this and will start work in 
the near future.” 

In a letter to White Farm residents, 
Dyfan councillors Vincent Bailey and 
Leighton Rowlands said: “It’s a relief 
to see Persimmon giving ground at last 
and we are grateful to Alun Cairns for 
mediating these talks.” 

Persimmon will advise residents and 
Mr Cairns soon on the completion date 
for the works.

Take note of April skies 

ASTRONOMY CORNER BY DAVE POWELL 
OF BARRY ASTRONOMICAL SOCIETY 


IN April, the Plough 
will be overhead and 
the two stars known 
as the ‘pointers’ show 
where the Pole star 
lies; strangely enough 
it lies below the 
pointers, roughly half 
way towards the 
northern horizon. 

But let us look at the 
handle of the Plough. 
After the top right-hand 
star of the bowl we find 
three stars that form the 
‘handle’. Look carefully 
at the middle star, you 
should see two stars 
close together. 

These are called 
Mizar and Alcor - this is 
a good example of a 
double star. If you can 
only see one, use 
binoculars and you will 
be able to see the two 
stars clearly. This is a 
system where the two 
stars orbit each other.

Aldon began with 
how the town of Barry 
was created In the late 
19th century from the 
merger of the 
settlements of Merthyr 
Dyfan, Cadoxton and 
Barry, due to the growth 
of the South Wales 
coalfield. 

He then delved Into 
the little-known history 
of Porthkerry and the 
Roman settlement at 
Cold Knap, followed by 
a tour of Barry Island 
which focused on the 
ruins of a chapel 
dedicated to St Baruc, 
then onto Barry Docks. 

This was followed by 
a tour of Cadoxton, 
listing places of great 
Interest such as the 
ancient church 
dedicated to St Cadoc, 
known by locals as the 
Old Village Church, 
before a brief history of 
Gassy Common and the 
old Court and Its Dove 
Cot on Mount Pleasant, 
one of only three known 
examples In Wales. 

Unfortunately very 
little Is recorded of early 
Welsh history. In 
England they have the 
Domesday Book of 
1086 created by King 
William (the 
Conquerer). 

The talk ended with a 
tour of Merthyr Dyfan 
and the historic church 
of St Dyfan and St Tello 
In Merthyr Dyfan Lane. 
This church Is on one of 
the oldest Christian sites 
In Britain.

A key theme 
throughout the report is 
the rising demand for 
digital skills across all 
sectors. According to the 
Spotlight, more than 
1,000 new growth jobs in 
the ICT sector are 
forecast by 2024 for the 


region. The report states 
that new technology, 
such as artificial 
intelligence, driverless 
vehicles, 3D printing, 
robotics and automation 
will also continue to 
change the future of 
work and skills. 

While there a number 
of factors that will 
contribute to the growth 
in these sectors, the 
report identifies three 
contributory factors. The 
Cardiff Capital Region 
City Deal, a £1.2 billion 
investment in south east 
Wales, is expected to 
provide up to 25,000 new 
jobs within the region. 

The compound 

semiconductor foundry 
in Newport is also likely 
to create 2,000 jobs for 
the region, and hundreds 
of manufacturing jobs 
are expected to be 
created by the Aston 
Martin project in St 
Athan. 

Findings from the data 
also identified a number 
of skills gaps, from job- 
specific skills, to softer 
employment skills 
including problem¬ 
solving, time 

management, customer 
handling and team 
working. 

Graham Bowd, chief 
executive at Careers 
Wales, said: “Our 

Spotlight on South East 
Wales clearly 

demonstrates how the 
region is experiencing, 
and will continue to 
experience, significant 
growth. The investment 


into the area by 
companies such as Aston 
Martin provides a huge 
boost to employment

The spotlight also 
suggests that the number 
of apprenticeships 
available will be 
significant in south east 
Wales.” 

LSkIP is working
